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Present Holstein Marketing Conditions 


THE FALL SALE SEASON 
By J. R. SHEPHERD 








HE fall sale season has presented some interesting 
T sidelights on Holstein marketing conditions and we 

herewith present a brief summary. In all, 84 sales 
have been reported to the World since July ist, and of 
this number 46 were held during the month of October 
and 24 during November. A total of 4177 head of cattle 
have been sold at public auction in these sales for a 
total of $707,750, or an average of $170 per head. This 
gives an average of $199 on 9135 head sold in 162 sales 
during 1922 up to the present time, the average for 
spring sales being $224. 

The top price for fall sales is $1,600, attained in two 
California sales, while $8,000 was the top price for spring 
sales, also brought in a California dispersal. The sea- 
sonul spread between spring and fall sales has not been 
as great this year as last, the present fall prices being 
76 per cent of spring sales, while last year it was only 
70 per cent while even wider spreads appeared during 
the “boom” period. This prediction was made in a July 
issue of the World in an article reviewing the spring 
sales, While prices are naturally lower now than they 
were in the spring, there is a gradual slackening up in 
the big drop that has been experienced, and prices are 
beginning to assume stabilization—with better prospects 
for the future. 

Although a complete analysis of all sales has not yet 
been made for the fall season, 120 bulls sold in 11 rep- 
resentative sales have averaged $147, over 500 cows of 
milking age (two years or over) have averaged over $200, 
200 females under two years have averaged $90, and 76 
females with A. R. O. records have averaged over $400. 

In comparing fall prices of cattle, we have divided the 
country into four sections, namely, the East, Middlewest, 
Pacific Coast, and the Southern or Southwestern por- 
tion. In the eastern section, including the states of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Massachusetts, and the Prov- 
ince of Ontario. 1,385 head of purebreds have sold in 30 
_ for an average of $172. Thirty-four sales held in 

e middle west, including the states of Wisconsin, Min- 
any Michigan, Illinois, Indiana and Iowa, have aver- 
vg! a on 1,851 head.

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Feeding for Advanced Registry Records

Editor’s Note—Here is another chapter from the Savage 
Book, ‘‘Feeding Dairy Cattle,” that is of special timely interest 
right now. By request we are reproducing several chapters 
from this excellent work on feeding—a real text book for the 
practical dairyman and breeder—and prepared especially for 
Holstein men. The World is now distributing the fourth large 
edition of this book. 


N OFFERING suggestions in the feeding of individual 
] cows which are being tested for advanced registry rec- 

ords, it is assumed that these animals have been rested 
for a period of eight to twelve weeks after having been 
carefully dried off. It is supposed that they have been well 
fed and cared for, that they have calved and cleaned all 
right and that they are in good flesh. Perhaps it is well 
to have them more than in good flesh; they should be fat 
for the best results. 


While a large number of records have been made 
directly after calving in the first three weeks, on the av- 
erage a cow does not strike her best gait until about three 
weeks after she has dropped her calf. She should be 
treated carefully from the start and watched, milked and 
cared for just as if she were doing her best at all times 
and if she shows a tendency to strike her gait early, then 
it is well to be ready for it and take all advantage of 
such a condition. Applications for a supervisor should be 
made with the proper authorities early enough to insure 
having one when one is needed. Getting a supervisor 
within two or three days of the time actually needed is 
almost entirely a question of making an application early 
enough, months before one really needs him. The experi- 
ment station or college authorities who send out the super- 
visors and authenticate the records are always very will- 
ing to cancel applications or to defer the time when a 
supervisor shall be sent, if a reasonable notice is given 
by the breeder that he wishes his application cancelled or 
wishes his test deferred. Therefore, to be on the safe 
side, send in your application about three months before 
the time you will actually want the supervisor on the 
ground and then cancel or defer if necessary according 
to the way the cows show up. A little attention to this 
matter of early application will help the breeders to get 
supervisors when they want them and will help the author- 
ities that authenticate the records to give better satisfac- 
tion to the breeder. 

After a cow freshens and has straightened out she may 
be fed on good roughage and about four or five pounds per 
day of the grain mixture that was recommended for fit- 
ting; that is, a mixture of 30 pounds of wheat bran, 30 
pounds of hominy feed, 30 pounds of ground oats and 10 
pounds of oil meal or some modification of it. If every- 
thing goes all right the cow may be changed to the test 
ration three or four days after calving and the amount of 
grain gradually increased to the limit of her appetite. The 
increase should not be made faster than one pound per 
day except in some individual cases when the feeder 
knows his animal thoroughly well and knows that she can 
stand a more rapid increase than this. 


The Test Rations 


For roughage, the first requisite seems to be alfalfa 
hay, or, if this is not obtainable, clover hay, corn silage 
with as much grain in it as possible and beets. The “De- 
troit Red” table beet seems to be preferred by most breed- 
ers. Mangels give nearly as good results. ‘“Norbition 
Giant” is a good variety of red mangels, but is not as late 
a keeper as the yellow-fleshed variety. “Golden Tank- 
ard.” As to methods of feeding the roughage, most feed- 
ers slice the beets and feed the grain on them while the 
cow is being milked. It is usually best to milk four times 
in each twenty-four hours at intervals of six hours. This 
means from ten to fifteen pounds of sliced beets at a feed 
with a quarter portion of the grain mixture poured on the 
beets. If the cow does not have access to water when- 
ever she wants it she should be watered before each milk- 
ing. She can then be fed silage twice a day and hay twice 
a day, alternating the feed of these roughages between 
milkings. It is good practice to feed all the hay and silage 








she will eat, always seeing to it that her appetite jg kept 
keen for all her food. In late years the practice of feed. 
ing silage has changed somewhat. Less and legs silage 
is being used and more beet pulp and molasses are fed in 
its place. The silage is fed many times just to leave a 
nice clean acid taste in the cow’s mouth. 


The Mixture of Concentrates 


The writer suggests the following as a good mixture of 
concentrates: 


500 pounds distillers’ dried grains 
300 pounds gluten feed 

400 pounds wheat bran 

400 pounds hominy feed 

200 pounds oil meal 

200 pounds cottonseed 


This mixture of concentrates has given good satisfac. 
tion in a number of instances. 

No exact directions can be given as to the amount of 
concentrates that shall be fed. This must be decided by 
the feeder. The size of the animal, her appetite, capacity, 
condition of flesh, are all characteristics which have an 
important bearing on the question of the amount to feed. 
Some cows are what is known as good feeders; others 
must be carefully watched. Sometimes it seems that the 
best way to handle a cow is to force her appetite to its 
limit until she is almost off feed. If she can be kept up 
to this limit it seems to have the effect of causing her to 
test high. If there is an indication that she may go off 
feed a good thing to do is to change her ration to the 
mixture of 30 pounds of wheat bran, 30 pounds of ground 
oats, 30 pounds of hominy and 10 pounds of oil meal, for 
a couple of feeds and reduce the amount even to two 
pounds. This sudden change of mixture and reduction of 
amount will cause her, many time, to come back on her 
feed at once with vigorous appetite. If a fluctuation in 
per cent. of butterfat is caused by this sudden change it 
is likely to be toward a higher plane. To those who have 
a quantity of good ground oats on hand, it might be well 
to put some ground oats in place of some of the bran and 
hominy feed. 


The principles on which these suggestions for rations 
are based are simple. Alfalfa hay is good in itself and 
may be particularly useful in furnishing an abundant 
supply of lime, particularly in long-time tests. The silage 
and beets are cooling and laxative. The mixture of con 
centrates suggested is properly put together to furnish 
a bulky mixture, plenty of easily digestible material, 
plenty of variety and an abundance of protein. Such 
large variety will probably insure a sufficient supply of 
the proper protein constituents and vitamines and things 
of this nature about which not very much is definitely 
known beyond the fact that the lack of an almost infinitely 
small amount may be the limiting factor in any given 
ration. 

A study made by a student, Mr. W. L. Houck, under the 
writer’s direction about two years ago, may be of interest 
in this connection. Mr. Houck wrote to the ten breeders 
and feeders of the cows holding the highest yearly semi: 
official records in each of the four leading dairy breeds, 
Holstein-Friesian, Guernsey, Jersey and Ayrshire. He re 
ceived answers to twenty-two letters out of the forty. He 
tabulated the results and found that the following feeds 
occurred in the rations the following number of times: 


Alfalfa hay 
Clover hay 
Mixed hay 

Beets or mangels 
Corn silage 
Pasture 
Carrots 


It is interesting to note that no one of the twee 
breeders reported the use of clover hay; it was e on 
mixed hay or alfalfa. Soiling crops were used in @

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What the Sales Show 


MARKET which can absorb practically $700,000 

worth of purebred Holsteins at public auction 

within a space of three months, in addition to the 
numerous sales at private treaty which have taken place 
during the period, comes far from being entirely flat. 
This is but one of the interesting deductions apparent 
from the summary of the fall sales in our breed prepared 
by the Statistical Department of the Holstein-Friesian 
World. ; 

The average selling price seems low in comparison 
with prices of recent years. In passing judgment upon it, 
however, we must consider the present buying power of 
the farmer, general financial conditions, the discouraging 
situation in most milk markets today, and the consequent 
lack of incentive to herd improvement. Taking all of 
these factors into account, the figures sumbitted in them- 
selves cannot be justly considered as a cause for pessi- 
mism regarding the future of the Holstein industry. 

It is human nature to feel that the other fellow’s game 
is better than our own—‘“Distant pastures look greenest.” 
In other words, from a distance, we can not see the weeds 
and rocks and bog holes that the other fellow has to con- 
tend with. Thus, we hear Holstein men who are inclined 
to be pessimistic over the Holstein situation referring to 
the splendid prices which the Jersey and Guernsey fellows 
are getting for their cattle. Reference to the press of the 
other dairy breeds, however, discloses the fact that their 
breeders are in much the same boat as our own and have 
much the same attitude toward the other fellow’s business. 
Analysis of such sale reports in other breeds as are pub- 
lished shows about the same range of prices as we have 
been obtaining in the Holstein breed. In fact if we should 
list the sale averages of all of the sales of Holsteins, 
Jerseys, and the Guernseys sold at public auction since 
the first of September, there would be no dist’nguishable 
dividing line by which one breed could be identified from 
another. All purebred breeders have practically the same 
conditions to contend with right now and all are feeling 
the effects of those conditions in the prices which their 
surplus animals are bringing at public auction. 

The cumulative effect of the publicity resulting from 
these sales probably appears worse for the Holstein breed 
because of. the far larger number of animals sold. This 
may be accounted for partially by the fact that the Hol- 
stein breed, according to the last Federal census, com- 
prises about 60% of all the purebred dairy cattle in the 
United States and also that as the breed is more prolific, 
the breeders have a larger number of surplus animals to 
market. ; 

Then, too, we believe it to be a fact that Holstein sales 
in -¢neral receive wider publicity than the general run of 
Jersey and Guernsey sales. It is the policy of both Hol- 
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stein publications to publish reports P ;

Price Factors 


' There ane other faoters in the situation making for 
ower prices besides those previously mentioned, Our 
observation at a large number of sales, leads us to believe 
that too many breeders are trying to market animals that 
are unfit for market in either growth or condition—both 
important items. Also, that too many breeders are trying 
to sell as breeding animals stuff that ought to go over the 
block. Perhaps a tendency to over-promote the gale busi- 
ness is partly responsible for this condition, while there 
also may be an attitude on the part of breeders to feel that 
if they are going to be crucified in a sale, let it happen 
with animals on which they can afford to sacrifice, 

Inspection of the sale reports of the fall proves quite 
conclusively that.good animals, properly conditioned, and 
adequately advertised are now bringing fairly satisfactory 
prices. We are not going into detail on this point. We 
would simply mention the K. P. O. P. sale at Des Moines 
where forty-five head, only seven of the forty females 
being of milking age, brought an average of just over 
$300 a head. It was desirable stuff, well advertised 
through newspaper publicity, advanced registry testing, 
and the show ring, and guaranteed as to health. Wauke- 
sha County’s splendid average of $326 in their recent 
county consignment sale is explained in the same way. 
Representative animals were selected and offered under 
conditions in which the buyer had confidence and then 
advertising through the press and through the county 
show herd brought together a crowd of buyers that were 
willing to pay prices that no one could complain of. 

Going back another month, the May Echo Sylvia Sale, 
at Avondale Farm, with its average of $477 demonstrates 
the value of publicity in connection with desirable animals 
offered under conditions inspiring confidence. 

It is not an unmixed calamity for the future of the in- 
dustry and of the breed that the market for inferior aui- 
mals operates to discourage breeders from offering that 
class of animals to the public. Future generations will 
benefit from the house cleaning. 


A Job For Every Breeder 


It is undoubtedly a good thing for the industry that our 
breeders do not adopt a complacent view of the situation 
and it is farthest from our thought to try to present the 
situation in a way that will foster or generate a false sense 
of security. What we are trying to show is that the Hol- 
stein industry is not down and out, or gone to the dogs 
generally, as some would have us believe; that our breed 
is not laboring under an insurmountable handicap in its 
struggle back to better times. On the contrary, we mall 
tain that we have the advantage of the other breeds; that 
we have what is fundamentally the “farmer’s cow”—the 
greatest economic producer of them all—and further we 
have the numbers and the financial strength to carry 
through any program we may undertake. 

The thing now is to decide what that program shall be 
and upon that problem many of the best minds of the 
dustry today are working. In what ever program that 8 
adopted, however, there is one limiting factor and that 1s 
the personal attitude of our bréeders themselves. Let us 
continue loyally to support the men who have been @i 
trusted with the guidance of the Holstein ship, and finally, 
let us each and every one constitute himself an active & 
tension worker for the great Black and White breed. Your 
store of ammunition can be replenished through the EX 
tension Department of our National Association and work: 
ing together we can bring to bear the most powerful force 
for the advancement of the Holstein industry. Without 
the united effort of the breeders themselves, we could oF 
ganize ever so thoroughly and advertise ever S0 winey 
but the net result would be disappointing. Let us ea 
individually, resolve to be an asset to our industry rather 
than a liability.

Grading Milk on Quality 


RADING milk on'‘its actual quality is generally more 
G satisfactory to the dairyman than where the dairy 

score card is used to fix the grade of milk produced 
on the farm, says the dairy bacteriologist at the Experi- 
ment Station at Geneva. The consumer is also more in- 
terested in getting clean, high quality milk than in getting 
milk produced in a barn of certain construction and where 
the cows are fed and cared for in a certain specified way. 
In the opinion of the station authorities, the fundamental 
emphasis in the control of milk should be placed on the 
quality of the milk itself as shown by the bacterial count, 
favor, butterfat content, dirt, etc. As it is impossible to 
produce high quality milk without proper dairy conditions, 
exercising control over the quality of the milk automati- 
eally controls the dairy conditions as well. 

“Experience has shown that the majority of dairymen 
welcome the idea that their milk is to be judged on the 
basis of its quality, rather than on the basis of the num- 
ber of windows in their barn, the amount of air space in 
their stables, the time when they feed their cows, etc.,” 
says the Station bacteriologist. “Also, they stand ready 
to meet high standards of cleanliness and quality, provided 
only that the cities allow them to use their business ability 
in producing this clean healthful milk at the least cost to 
themselves in order that they may make a profit. It is 
essential that the bacterial counts and other analytical 
procedures be made by competent analysts in whose im- 
partiality the dairyman has confidence. 

“Much evidence is now available to show that con- 
tamination of milk from the barn and cow is a relatively 
unimportant source of bacteria as compared with the pos- 
sibilities of large numbers of bacteria getting into the milk 
from the utensils. Determining the quality of the product 
as it is received at the milk depot should be made the 
basis for grading the milk of different producers.”

CANADA’S NEW ROYAL WINTER FAIR 


Canada’s new Royal Winter Fair made its debut at 
the Royal Coliseum, Toronto, Ontario, the week of Novem- 
ber, 22-29. It was the best fair of its kind ever held in 
Canada, combining a national live stock show, horse show, 
dairy show, apple show, and a national fox show. The 
dairy cattle show was the largest of the five exhibitions, 
there being 1034 entries in this division and 106 exhibit- 
ors, not counting the exhibitors of Brown Swiss, French 
Canadians and dual purpose Shorthorns. No Canadian 
show has ever before been staged with such a display of 
dairy type and excellence. 

The number of Holsteins on exhibition at this great 
show were a great credit to the breed and a number of 
the winners at the National Dairy Show were exhibited. 
A finer display of Holsteins has never been seen before 
in any Canadian show ring. 

The first prize aged bull and senior champion was 
Rooker Canary Wayne, shown by Dickie Brothers of Truro, 
Nova Scotia. This bull was first at Quebec, second at 
Ottawa, and head of the second prize Ontario State herd 
at the National Dairy Show. However, he was later de- 
feated for grand championship by the first prize senior 
bull calf and junior champion, Sir Romeo Mildred Colan- 
tha, who was also the junior champion at St. Paul. He 
was shown by Haley & Lee, of Springford, Ontario, but is 
owned by Bell Farm, Coraopolis, Pennsylvania, being a 
grandson of their famous “White Susie.” 

The female grand championship was won by Hilliker 
Brothers, of Norwich, Ontario, on the first prize four-year- 
old not in milk and senior champion, Butter Baroness 
Korndvke. She was one of the real sensations of the 
show, carrying a magnificent udder as she was just about 
ready to freshen. She was third in the aged class at the 
National Dairy Show but was not showing to nearly as 
good advantage. The junior champion of the show was 
Susie Fayne Valdessa, the first prize senior yearling heifer 
shown by Haley & Lee. The Holsteins were judged by 
B. C. Flatt, of Hamilton, Ontario.

How Colostrum Affects the Health of 








JEN a calf is born, its stomach 
WV and intestines are not as yet 
fully developed and it can not, 
therefore, digest germs which may 
get into it; nor can the imperfectly 
developed intestinal walls at this 
early stage keep the germs from get- 
ting into the blood stream. On ac- 
count of this relatively undeveloped 
condition of the intestinal tract the 
calf would be in danger of invasion 
by germs. But nature made provision 
to protect the young animal during its 
_tender days by supplying it with a 
substance that has the power to de- 
stroy germs. These substances, de- 
structive to germs and protective to 
the calf, known as immune bodies, 
are found in colostrum, the milk se- 
ereted during the first three days 
after calving. 

It has been thought the the pur- 
pose of colostrum was to act as a 
laxative to the young calf, but now 
it is fully establshed that it is not the 
laxative properties of colostrum but 
rather its germ killing properties 
that are important to the calf. The 
Department of Dairy Husbandry of 
the University of Missouri has con- 
ducted experiments on this subject 
for over two years and found that 
calves which do not get colostrum 
may have the normal bowel move- 
ments and yet the death rate among 


the non-colostrum calves is very high. 
When calves were given laxatives, to 
make certain that their bowels moved 
regularly, the death rate remained 
equally high and the living calves were 
still found to be much weaker than 
the ones which received colostrum. Out 
of 18 experimental calves which did 
not receive colostrum, seven died—a 
mortality of 39 per cent. This rules 
out the idea that the chief value of 
colostrum lies in its laxative proper- 
ties. 

That it is the germ killing power of 
colostrum, or immune body content, 
that makes it so valuable has been 
proven by testing the colostrum from 
cows that were immunized against cer- 
tain germs. The relative amount of 
immune bodies from the colostrum 
from immunized and non-immunized 
cows was determined. The colostrum 
from the immunized cows was found to 
be very rich in these immune bodies, 
against these particular germs; colos- 
trum from cows that were not immun- 
ized against these germs contained 
none of these immune bodies. What 
is equally important, the immune bod- 
ies of colostrum were found to pass 
into the blood of the calf unchanged, 
thereby, keeping the germs from invad- 
ing the blood stream of the calf. 

Now food, water, and most other 
substances harbor germs in great

Newly born animals on 
found to be devoid of immune hole 
and develop them only later in lite 
In this critical transition Period be 
tween the time of birth and the time 
the young animal develops its pm 
immune bodies, the immune bodies 
are supplied by colostrum. This ex. 
plains the reason why calves which 
do not get colostrum are likely ty 
succumb to germs which. are harm- 
less to calves which do get colostrum 
The bacillus coli which is always pres. 
ent in the intestines of calves and is 
ordinarily harmless, causes in non- 
colostrum calves inflamation of the 
intestinal wall and finally gets into 
the blood stream and the calf dies 
from blood poisoning from this ordi. 
nary harmless bacillus coli. 

Now these facts are of the great. 
est importance to dairymen, inasmuch 
as cows which are infected with tp. 
berculosis or other infectious di- 
seases, against which there are no 
effective immune bodies, are likely to 
infect their calves. The udder of the 
cow does not function properly dur. 
ing the first few days after calving 
and the causes which permit the pas- 
sage of immune bodies from the blood 
into colostrum also permit the infec- 
tive germs to pass from the infected 
cows’s blood into the colostrum and 
therefore infect the calf. The colas. 
trial period is therefore important 
from two standpoints; first, from the 
standpoint of transmitting immune 
bodies from the cow to the calf; and 
second, from the standpoint of the 
possibility of infecting the calf with 
germs against which the body has no 
immune bodies, particularly against 
tuberculosis. 

What is to be done with the calf 
of a valuable cow which is infected 
with tuberculosis? Not to give colos- 
trum would mean a_ much _ greater 
probability of death from blood pol: 
soning or joint disease due to invasion 
of such germs as bacillus coli against 
which the calf is normally protected 
by taking colostrum. On the other 
hand to let a calf nurse the dam 
would be running a risk of infecting 
the calf with tuberculosis. 

The problem of pasturiing colot 
trum has been solved by fhe Dairy 
Department of the University of Mis 
souri. Experiments have shown that 
heating colostrum to 140 degrees F. 
for thirty minutes kills the germs of 
tuberculosis but does not injure the 
immune bodies. A large number of 
calves were brought up on pasteur 
ized colostrum and are doing as ¥ 
in every way as those which nu 
their dams. 

Some precaution is necessary if the 
colostrum is not to thicken into ® 
cheese like mass on heating. Colds 
trum can not be heated over 4 na 
flame; nor can a jet of steam “ 
turned into the colostrum without

The colostrum can 
be successfully pasteurized by being 
heated in a double boiler for thirty 
minutes at 140 degrees F. By this 
procedure the calf gets all the bene- 
fit from colostrum and at the same 

time it is insured against infection.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF DAIRY- 
MEN’S LEAGUE CO-OPERATIVE

WITH NEW YORK CITY 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


In accordance with action recently 
taken by the Board of Directors of 
the Dairymen’s League Co-Operative 
Association, Inc., following the sug- 
gestion of Dr. R. S. Copeland, Com- 
missioner of Health of New York 
City, and U. S. Senator-Elect, Presi- 
dent George W. Slocum has appoint- 
ed a special committee to confer at 
regular intervals with the New York 
City Board of Health on matters per- 
taining to milk regulations. The com- 
mittee consists of George R. Fitts of 
McLean, a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Cooperative Associa- 
tion; John Arfmann of Middletown, a 
former County President of the Asso- 
clation, and R. E. Van Cise, Produc- 
tion Superintendent. 

The committee will be glad to re- 
ceive constructive suggestions from 
armers in the territory where fluid 
milk for New York City consumption 
‘S produced. It will investigate all 
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serious complaints of unfairness or 
injustice in the enforcement of the 
regulations before taking them up 
with the Board of Health. It is ex- 
pected that this plan will help to 
smooth out differences of opinion 
wherever they may exist, secure bet- 
ter cooperation from farmers in ob- 
serving the necessary sanitary regu- 
lations and result in the amendment 
or elimination of any regulations that 
may be found to be unfair or unnec- 
essary. ' 

At a recent farmer’s meeting the 
Health Commissioner is quoted as 
saying, “If there is one among these 
164 regulations that ought not to be 
there, you come and tell us so and 
give us a good reason and it will be

To the writer, these reports are 
very interesting and in a. later paper, 
it is proposed to give the mixtures 
used by several of the feeders and 
breeders who have succeeded in mak- 
ing large records both in short-time 
and in long-time tests. It will be no- 
ticed that in the suggested mixtures 
above those feeds are used that are 
most often found in the rations of 
the more successful feeders except 
that most of them, 16 out of 22, like 
to have ground oats in the mixture. 
The writer has already suggested that 
it might be better to use ground oats 
in place of a part of the wheat bran 
and hominy. Corn meal is nearly as 
often used as hominy. Hominy is 
likely to give better’ satisfaction. 
Dried beet pulp is used many times 
and is particularly useful when wet 
up in case one does not have mangels 
or beets. It can be used in place of 
corn silage, but the times when pure- 
bred breeders find themselves with- 
out corn silage and alfalfa hay when 
testing should be so seldom as never 
to require notice. 

. Other Suggestions 

Most breeders prefer to keep their 
animals in a cool, very well venti- 
lated stable free from drafts. The 
cows should be blanketed. Very care- 
ful handling and quiet should prevail 
at all times. Occasionally an _ indi- 
vidual will be found who will respond 
to an extra amount of some particu- 
lar feed, such as gluten feed, ground 
oats, oil meal, etc. In case this is 
known to the feeder it goes without 
saying that she may receive regularly 
or from time to time, a pound or two 
of this particular feed, clear, on top 
of a little less amount of the regular 
test mixture that is being fed to other 
test cows. Attention to little details 
of comfort and individuality will be 
repaid many times in bigger results 
on the part of the cow being fed.

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OMRO SCHOOL BOYS INSPECT 
FAMOUS HERDS 


Holsteins do pay. That was the 
concensus of opinion of a group of 
boys of Omro High School, Winne- 
bago County, Wisconsin who, with L. 
M. Sasman, their instructor in Agri- 
culture, visited several herds in Cen- 
tral Wisconsin, Nov. 3d. 


The first herd visited was that of 
W. H. Steffensen, at Good Hope 
Farm, Appleton, Wisconsin. This 
herd shows excellent type and produc- 
tion, with straight backs and rumps 
and good veining especially promi- 
nent. Emphasis was placed upon the 
ability to get started with good cattle 
in a very short time by the fact that 
Mr. Steffensen purchased his first 
purebred about seven years ago and 
now has thirteen cows and heifers, 
the produce of that one cow. Mr. 
Steffensen said that he believed it 
paid to buy the best that one could 
possibly get and buy a smaller num- 
ber of individuals rather than to get 
a larger number of mediocre animals. 
After the boys had looked over the 
herd thoroughly, admiring the large 
heart girths, good barrels and all the 
other indications of the highest type 
of cattle, they were taken up to mows 
well filled with the produce of thirty 
acres of alfalfa, which, with some 
roots, home raised grain, and the con- 
tents of two well-filled silos makes 
up the greater part of the feed re- 
ceived by the cattle. The cows are 
turned out for exercise in the summer 
but are never pastured as Mr. Stef- 
fensen feels that he can use his one 
hundred acres to better advantage in 
the production of alfalfa and corn. 


After leaving the Steffensen farm, 
the boys stopped at the farm of W. 
G. Jamison, a dairyman whom the 
Wisconsin College of Agriculture has 
awarded honorable mention for his 
contributions to Wjisconsin agricul- 
ture. Here they saw a fine herd of 
Guernseys with five of the cows on 
yearly test at the present time and 
several more that had made records 
of which any dairyman might well be 
proud. The boys were obliged to feel 
that, while there certainly were good 
Holsteins, not all good cattle were 
black and white. 


The next stop was at John Erick- 
son Farms at Waupaca. The work 
that John Erickson is doing with Hol- 
steins is so well known that very 
little needs to be said regarding what 
was seen there. Wisconsin Fobes 
and her daughters including Fobes 
8th, the latest arrival, whose develop- 
ment is being looked forward to with 
interest, make a group which is hard 
to beat for real dairy type and all of 
the evidences of high production. 
And, if more evidence is needed, one 
has but to consult the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Advanced Registry records. Then 
there is Ambassador Fobes and Mara- 
thon Bess Burke with their splendid 
conformation, quality, and records of 
production attempting to exceed the 
records which “37th” has made. 

The boys returned home well sat- 
isfied with the day’s trip, feeling that 
they had studied lessons well worth 
learning. They had learned, among 
other things, that many of the men 
now prominent in the purebred indus- 
try had started in a very small way 
and but a few. years ago and that if 
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that had any bearing on the prices of the offering, that the top bull sold for $4 
and the top cow for $390, the general average was very good. The a 
composed largely of good, straight top-lined “Homestead” 
thing was sold on a cash basis.

THE ALLEGANY-STEUBEN HOLSTEIN SALE 
By E. M. HASTINGS 


With an attendance of more than forty buyers representing four different 
states—Maryland, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and New York—and an average 
of almost $146.00 for 112 of the animals sold (comprising all but a few of the 
younger calves) the Allegany-Steuben Holstein Consignment Sale which was 
held at Hornell, N. Y., November 14 and 15, seemed to be regarded by the 
consignors as a very satisfactory sale. Nevertheless, the uniformly high 
character of the entries would have warranted a considerably higher average, 
and the sale afforded many real bargains, especially in heifers and cows not 
immediately close to calving. The demand appeared to be only for milkers 
ready to pay immediate returns at the pail. In respect to individual quality 
of offerings this was the best sale yet held in the Allegany-Steuben district. 
As in the sale of a year ago, the quite exceptional bovine health record of Alle- 
gany and Steuben counties was undoubtedly an important factor in attracting 
the attendance of outside buyers. Few localities can show an equal number of 
fully accredited herds and herds that have never known a reacting animal. 
The work of tuberculosis eradication is being diligently pushed and with con- 
tinued effort along the line of the present marketing methods of the two-county 
organization, the time is sure to come when Allegany-Steuben breeders will be 
able to realize better prices for their cattle than the less particular breeders 
of other localities. In this sale was exemplified the profit of growing animals 
to preper size—a lesson that breeders generally will do well to learn. Nothing 
can take the place of right feeding and care during the first two years.

Editor World:— 

During the past two years I have 
been engaged in the placing of com- 
munity sires among the dairy sec- 
tions of Michigan with the idea of 
getting better sires in use and hav- 
ing but one used in a community and 
have a good one, rather than have 
several used and owned by individ- 
uals, who buy what they can get and 
take stuff of poor quality because 
they cannot get the better stuff and 
are not judges of it, so do not know 
what to look for. 

There has been placed in two coun- 
ties in Michigan 37 purebred Hol- 
stein sires, all from A. R. O. dams 
and highly bred sires, and fifty more 
of the same kind in other counties 
and the work is still going on; some 
of the sires that have been placed 
have produced calves at this time and 
from one sire bred to one farmer’s 
herd there are twelve female calves 
at this time that are a very big im- 
provement over their dams, in type, 
as the calves are all straight well 
formed animals while the dams are 
very much off color in type and dairy 
quality; this sire will serve around 
100 cows in that locality, which will 
insure better cows for the future 
among those particular breeders. 

Sires are placed in grade herds and 
their dams are many of them 22-lb. to 
25-lb. cows; with purebred herds 
there is as much room for improve- 
ment of the sires, as in the grade 
herds, for there are many very poor 
animals used by men who have regis- 
tered stock, so that there has been 
some sires placed to take care of the 
purebred cows, that have A. R. O. 
dams running to from 28-lb. to 32-lb. 
and the quality of these sires has 
been considered, outside of what their 
dams have done as many bulls from 
high testing dams, would not qualify 
for the work they have to do in com- 
munity breeding.
